Organization  to  be  Under 
Direction  of  Dean  Swen- 
sen;  Plan  to  Greatly  Facili- 
tate Matters  in  Placing  of 
Teachers.

A teachers’  employment  agency  has 
been  finally  established  in  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University),  under  the 
direction  of  John  C.  Swenson,  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Education. 

It  is  expected  that  through  the 
functioning  of  this  system  of  organi- 
zation facilities  will  'be  provided 
whereby  prospective  teachers  and 
school  superintendents  will  be 
brought  together. 

The  Education  department  serving 
as  a medium  which  will  likely  be  of 
mutual  benefit. 

This  organization  comes  as  a result 
of  the  desire  to  eliminate  the  old 
chance  method  which  has  been  em- 
ployed heretofore,  whereby  a super- 
intendent came  to  the  school  and 
engage  in  a ‘hide  and  seek’  method 
of  search  until  he  accidently  found 
some  individual  who  came  up  to  some 
of  the  requirements.  As  Dean  Swen- 
son stated,  most  superintendents 
know  what  they  want,  when  they 
come  here,  and  the  problem  is  to 
find,  out  of  the  eleven  hundred  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  institution,  one 
individual  who  might  be  qualified. 

This  undesirable  condition  will  be 
eliminated  by  the  program  which  has 
been  formulated.  The  students  who 
desire  positions  for  the  coming  year 
are  asked  to  register  at  the  Education- 
al offices.  Blanks  will  be  filled  out 
by  the  applicant  which  will  become  a 
part  of  a permanent  record  of  the  in- 
stitution. This  blank  will  be  com- 
plete enough  so  that  it  will  provide 
definite  information  as  to  the  qualifi- 
cations, desires,  and  aims  of  the  pro- 
spective teacher  including,  grades  to 
be  taught,  subjects  preferred,  others 
which  may  be  taught  if  required  and 
types  of  school  sought  for  which  will 
or  will  not  be  considered. 

This  organization  is  said  to  be  one 
of  the  greatest  which  has  been  spon- 
sored by  the,  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. It  applies  to  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  individuals  in  the 
school  this  year.  Not  only  will  it 
promote  the  proper  employment  of 
teachers,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
teacher  and  school  official,  but  also 
it  is  expected  that  it  will  promote  the 
standardization  of  the  ethics,  aims  and 
attributes  of  the  professional  teacher 
and  make  the  B.  Y.  U.  known  as  a 
place  where  properly  trained  and 
qualified  teachers  may  be  secured.

“Don  Quixote”  to  Be  Given 

by  the  Sarg  Marionettes 
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B.  Y.  U.  COMMERCE 
STUDENTS  TO  HAVE 
PROFESSIONAL  FRAT 


Tony  Sarg  will  again  bring  his 
Marionettes  to  the  Young  University 
on  March  twenty  first.  The  offering 
is  his  new  play  “Don  Quixote”  adopt- 
ed by  Ann  Stoddard  and  Mr.  Sarg 
from  Cervantes  famous  book  of  the 
same  name. 

Marionettes  date  back  in  church 
and  secuelar  history  beyond  the  Mid- 
dle Ages  when  they  were  most  popu- 
lar throughtout  Europe,  particularly 
in  church  processions  and  spectacles. 
Since  that  time  they  have  had  per- 
iods of  wide  popularity,  and  in  the 
last  few  years  there  has  been  a con- 
siderable revival  both  here  and  in 
Europe.  Of  those  in  America,  the 
ones  produced  by  Tony  Sarg  have 
had  the  greatest  artistic  and  commerc- 
ial success,  being  hailed  by  artists  and 
literary  people  as  masterpieces.  They 
are  now  making  their  fourth  trans- 
continental tour. 

The  old  romance  of  Don  Quixote 
could  be  staged  on  the  regular  stage 
only  with  great  difficulty,  but  it  falls 
within  the  limits  of  Marionette  pro- 
duction with  considerable  ease,  as  the 
characters  are  themselves  caricaturesi, 
humorous,  and  full  of  action.  Anim- 
als abound  in  the  story,  and  Mr. 
Sarg  finds  himself  perfectly  at  home 
in  producing  acting  sheep,  horses,

Swenson  Appointed 
To  Education  Board 


Professor  John  C.  Swenson,  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  faculty 
has  been  reappointed  a member  of  the 
state  board  of  education,  his  name 
having  been  presented  to  the  Senate 
by  Governor  Charles  R.  Mabey,  and 
was  confirmed  by  that  body  on 
March  7th. 

Professor  Swenson  is  professor  of 
economics  and  sociology,  and  also  is 
acting  dean  of  the  college  of  educa- 
tion. He  has  served  on  the  state 
board  of  education  for  the  past  four 
years,  with  admitted  distinction,  and 
with  certain  profit  to  the  schools  of 
Utah,  taking  high  ranks  among  the 
members  of  the  state  boards  of  edu- 
cation throughout  the  nation.

Mr.  Sarg  has  devoted 
six  months  to  the  production,  during 
which  time  he  dramatized  the  story, 
made  the  figures,  designed  and  pro- 
duced the  costumes  except  for  a few 
which  came  from  Spain  and  Italy,  and 
conducted  a school  for  his  puppet- 
teers.  The  total  cost  of  the  play 
amounted  to  more  than  $1Q,000,  far 
exceeding  any  marionette  show  ever 
produced.  The  gorgeous  scenery  and 
lighting  effects  have  been  delighting 
audiences  throughout  the  East  where 
the  company  has  been  on  tour  since 
early  November.

At  present  there  are  thirty-three 
chapters  in  the  United  States  and  two 
in  Utah,  one  being  at  each  of  the 
state  schools.

Progress  requires  organization, 
therefore  the  church  was  organized 
as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  organization  of  the 
primitive  church.  The  name  for  this 
organization  was  revealed  to  be  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day

people.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
proper  conduct  and  administration  of 
its  affairs.” 

The  speaker  concluded  by  saying, 
“The  Church  is  the  embodiment  of 
the  gospel,  and  is  the  organ  through 
which  the  gospel  shall  be  preached.”

Mr.  Olpin 
stated  that  as  the  Senior  project  this 
year  the  class  had  initiated  a fund  for 
erecting  a stadium.  Each  member  of 
the  class  has  pladged  the  sum  of  $25 
to  the  cause,  ten  to  be  paid  now  and 
thr,  balance  by  1925.  This  year’s 
student  body  officers  voted  that  the 
$1500  which  they  hold  in  Liberty 
Bonds  be  given  toward  the  fund.  As 
a means  of  raising  the  amount  due 
Mr.  Olpin  presented  a petition  to  the 
students  in  which  it  was  proposed  to 
affix  an  additional  amount  of  $2.50 
to  the  student  body  fee  and  one  dollar 
to  the  summer  school  fee.  By  this 
means  it  is  thought  that  between  three 
and  four  thousand  dollars  could  be  ad- 
ded annually.  After  a number  of 
favorable  comments  from  students 
the  petition  was  circulated  throughout 
the  assembly  and  a large  number  of 
signatures  were  affixed.  At  present 
approximately  half  of  the  students 
have  signed  the  petition. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  these  petitions  will  be  pre- 
sented and  the  board  will  be  asked 
to  add  two  dollars  and  a half  to  the 
registration  fees  of  regular  students 
which  will  be  added  to  the  stadium 
fund.  In  this  way  every  student  will 
be  able  to  contribute  in  a manner  that 
will  work  no  hardship  on  anyone.

“In  Pippa  Valley”  was  exceptional- 
ly well  rendered  by  Mrs.  Algie  E. 
Ballif  in  the  Student  Body  program 
held  Friday  morning.  The  play  is  one 
of  the  great  Northwest,  written  by 
Sir  Guilbert  Parker  during  the  time 
when  the  only  code  of  morals  was 
the  disposition  of  the  man  in  ques- 
tion.

THREE  PROFESSORS 
PREPARING  TO  TAKE 
SABBATICAL  LEAVE 


Franklin  Madsen,  E.  H.  East- 
mond,  and  B.  F.  Cummings 
to  Leave  for  Schools  Im- 
mediately after  this  Quar- 
ter.

Three  of  the  regular  professors  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University  have 
been  granted  sabbatical  leaves  and 
are  preparing  to  make  the  best  pos- 
sible use  of  them.  Professor  Franklin 
Madsen  of  the  music  department, 
Professor  B.  F.  Cummings  of  the 
foreign  language  department  and 
Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond  of  the  art 
department  will  all  go  away  within 
the  next  ten  days  to  study. 

The  granting  of  sabbatical  leaves 
is  in  accord  with  the  progressive  pol- 
icy of  the  institution,  for  it  maintains 
according  to  President  Harris,  that 
the  best  can  be  given  only  when  the 
instructors  in  the  various  subjects  are 
constantly  kept  in  touch  with  the 
best  in  their  lines  and  the  rapid  pro- 
gress of  the  times.  These  chances 
to  study  are  passed  around  among  the 
professors  in  a sort  of  rotary  move- 
ment with  the  view  of  improving 
every  department. 

Professor  Franklin  Madsen  will  do 
considerable  post-graduate  work  in 
the  line  of  music  in  Europe  for  a 
period  of  six  or  seven  months,  re- 
turning in  time  to  take  up  his  regular 
work  at  this  institution  next  fall.  He 
intends  to  depart  for  his  field  of 
study  in  about  a week.  Mrs.  Madsen 
will  continue  teaching  music  while  her 
husband  is  away.  Professor  Madsen 
studied  in  Europe  during  the  years 
1912-13-14  and  it  is  his  intention  to 
visit  and  possibly  d.o  some  studying 
under  his  former  instructors. 

He  expects  to  study  at  Oxford  Uni- 
versity, England,  and  at  the  Paris 
Conservatory  of«Music.  When  these 
schools  close  for  the  summer  he  will 
further  continue  his  studies  at  the 
Leipsiz  Conservatory  in  Germany.  If 
the  World’s  Conservatory  in  Berlin, 
is  open  he  will  probably  do  consider- 
able work  there.  He  will  also  pursue 
some  research  work  in  Berlin,  after 
which  he  will  go  to  Milan  ancT  Rome, 
Italy,  to  do  some  intensive  study  of 
the  opera.  Among  the  subjects  Pro- 
fessor Madsen  intends  studying  are: 
composition,  orchestration,  vocal  rep- 
ertoire, orchestral  anthology,  opera, 
and  oratorio,  as  well  as  foreign 
languages.  He  will  also  review  the 
subject  of  pedagogy  and  public  school 
methods. 

Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond,  of  the 
art  department,  is  preparing  to  leave 
for  Seattle,  Washington  where  he 
will  attend  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington and  do  advanced  work  in  art 
towards  a degree  in  Fine  Arts  and 
Designing.  He  expects  to  take  courses 
in  mural  painting,  advanced  illustra- 
tion, and  art  education  subjects.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  term  he  will  make 
an  extensive  study  of  outside  land- 
scape painting  in  the  Puget  Sound 
country,  which  is  noted  for  tis  beau- 
tiful scenery,  especially  along  the 
Columbia  River.  Before  returning 
home,  Professor  Eastmond  will  prob- 
ably go  to  the  University  of  California 
and  do  some  studying  there.  He  will 
be  accompanied  on  his  leave  by  Mrs. 
Eastmond  and  his  children.  They 
will  remain  at  school  until  next  fall 
when  the  professor  will  return  to  re- 
sume his  activities  at  the  “Y.” 

Professor  B.  F.  Cummings,  head 
of  the  foreign  language  department, 
will  leave  soon  to  take  up  studies  at 
Stanford  University  with  a view  of 
taking  out  his  Ph.  D.  degree.  He  will 
spend  eighteen  months  studying,  after 
which  time  he  will  return  to  Provo 
and  resume  his  position  as  head  of 
the  foreign  language  department  of 
this  school. 

Professor  Cummings  expects  to  do 
part  of  his  studying  at  the  University 
of  California.  He  will  work  for  his 
doctor’s  degree  in  the  romantic 
languages,  majoring  in  French  and 
minoring  in  Spanish. 

Entertainments  are  being  given  for 
the  three  departing  professors.  Stu- 
dents of  the  art  department  intertain- 
ed  Saturday  evening  in  the  Art  Gal- 
lery in  honor  of  their  professor.  The 
affair  was  a mask  ball.  The  gallery 
was  especially  decorated  with  colored 
pennants  and  masks.  Many  artistic 
ideas  were  carried  out  in  costumes. 
First  prize  was  awarded  to  Elmer 
Johnson  who  was  costumed  as  a

There  is  no  reason  why  the  seniors  should 
be  daunted  in  their  project  because  of  these 
discouraging  predictions-  If  the  Board  is 
convinced  that  the  seniors  have  really  a feas- 
ible plan  it  will  be  anxious  to  render  them 
any  possible  assistance-  The  student  body 
turning  over  the  fifteen  hundred  dollars  shows 
that  the  stadium  is  not  merely  a dream  on 
its  part  and  the  seniors,  pledging  themselves  to 
contribute  twenty-five  dollars  apiece,  evince 
that  the  coming  stadium  is  not  an  idle  whim. 
Hence  those  who  present  the  petition  to  the 
Board  will  have  convincing  argument  that  the 
students  really  mean  business-  There  is  an- 
other phase,  however,  that  might  be  well 
worth  consideration-  The  senior  pledge  is  still 
verbal-  If  each  member  of  the  graduating 
class  were  to  pay  the  five  dollars  and  sign  a 
note  for  twenty  before  the  petition  is  present- 
ed the  appeal  would  have  more  weight.

Dr.  F.  S.  Harris 

Franklin  Stewart  Harris  of  Young 
University,  was  born  in  Benjamin, 
Utah,  August  29,  1884.  His  family 
was  of  the  sturdy  Utah  pioneer  type, 
In  1889  his  parents  decided  to  move 
to  Mexico. 

Dr.  Harris  received  his  High 
School  education  in  the  Juarez  Stake 
Academy,  from  which  he  was  grad- 
uated  in  1903.  The  year  before  he 
graduated  he  worked  in  a store  as 
a clerk.  Forming  acquaintance  with 
various  types  of  people  gave  him 
a broad  outlook  on  life  in  general. 
The  year  following  Dr.  Harris’  grad- 
uation he  came  to  the  “Y”  college. 
Here  he  won  favor  with  all  his  Prof, 
essors  and  was  a leader  in  all  his 
classes. 

In  the  year  1904-05  he  was  an  in- 
structor in  Science  in  the  Juarez 
Stake  Academy.  In  1906-07  Dr. 
Harris  was  assistant  instructor  in  Ag- 
ricultural Chemistry  at  the  “Y.”  This 
was  his  Senior  year  and  he  was  grad- 
uated with  high  honors.  In  1907-08 
he  was  Assistant  Chemist  at  the  Utah 
Experiment  station. 

Dr.  Harris,  however,  had  not 
reached  his  goal.  He  was  ambitious 
and  looked  far  into  the  future.  He 
saw  before  him  the  light  and 
mediately  made  steps  toward  reach- 
ing  and  holding  that  light  to  make 
the  world  brighter.  He  went  to  Cor- 
nell University  where  his  ability  was 
eadily  recognized  and  he  was  made 
assistant  in  soil  technology,  in  1909-10. 
The  University  faculty  seeing  his 
further  ability  made  him  instructor  of 
this  subject  the  following  year.  This 
was  his  Senior  year  and  the  year  he 
received  his  Ph.  D.  degree. 

Then  returning  home  to  his  native 
state  he  was  honored  with  the  posi- 
tion of  professorship  in  the  Utah  Ag- 
ricultural College.  He  was  also  made 
the  Agronomist  of  the  Utah  Experi- 
ment Station,  which  position  he  held 
until  1912.  In  1912-16  he  was  the 
director  of  the  school  of  agricultural 
engineering  and  mechanical  arts  at 
the  U.  A.  C. 

In  1916  he  was  made  director  of 
the  Utah  Experiment  Station,  which 
position  he  held  until  he  was  appoint- 
ed President  of  Young  University  in 
1921.  In  this  position  he  has  show- 
ed his  exceptional  ability  as  a leader. 
He  increased  the  activties  of  the 
Station  about  fifty  per  cent. 

While  Dr.  Harris  was  attaining 
worldly  fame  he  was  also  attending 
to  his  religious  duties.  In  the  past 
twenty-one  years  he  has  held  thir- 
teen very  prominent  church  positions. 
Wherever  he  has  gone  he  has  been 
an  active  member  of  his  church. 

President  Harris  has  had  the  hon- 
or of  belonging  to  more  clubs  than 
any  other  one  person  in  the  State 
of  Utah.  He  has  been  a President, 
Chairman  or  member  of  twenty-eight 
Honorary  societies  of  nation  wide 
membership.  Dr.  Harris  has  pub- 
lished four  noted  books  on  subjects 
pertaining  to  agriculture  and  has 
written  thirty-two  religious  articles, 
two-hundred-ten  editorials  in  Farm 
Journals  and  one-hundred-eighty 
scientific  papers  and  bulletins  and  has 
gained  international  recognition. 

As  a teacher  he  might  be  named 
with  any  qf  the  eminent  educators 
and  as  a scientist  he  is  of  national 
reputation. 

Dr.  Harris  has  the  wonderful  art 
of  making  every  one  from  school- 
boy to  congressman,  feel  equal  to 
him.  He  has  been  heard  to  say, 
“This  is  a fine  old  world;  we  ought 
to  be  glad  to  live  in  it.”

Coach  Leaf,  accompanied  by  a five 
man  team  .will  leave  Provo  Friday 
morning  to  represent  the  “Y”  at  the 
state  swimming  meet  to  be  held  in 
Logan,  March  17th.

Competition  is  very  keen  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  only  a five  man 
team  will  be  allowed,  the  basis  of 
the  selection  will  probably  be  on  the 
candidates’  versatility.

Richen  and  Sandberg  will  be  strong 
in  the  20  yard,  100  yard  and  220  yard 
dashes,  Stevens  looks  good  in  the 
breast  stroke  though  he  has  been 
handicapped  by  illness,  the  past  two 
weeks. 

Markham  and  Peay  are  showing 
form  on  the  back  stroke  and  Jones 
should  give  Freebairn,  the  Utah 
plunger,  some  real  competition. 

Utah  has  a classy  aggregation  and 
expects  to  cop  most  of  the  places  but 
Coach  Leaf  is  optimistic  about  his 
entry.  The  Aggies  will  be  well  rep- 
resented and  the  meet  promises  to  be 
the  most  successful  ever  held  in  the 
state.
